Last place of refuge: ‘womanhood’

Prison for women is considered 
an experience of psychological 
and emotional degradation. 
According to prisoners held 
within Ohio's only prison for 
women the system attempts to 
strip all of the inmates of their 
sense of dignity and self-respect. 

Prisoners contend it is a test of 
the woman's will to survive and 

successfully endure life within 
Marysville Correctional Institute. 
Unlike many of the newly con-

structed modern prisons, Marys- 
ville is a nearly 70-year-old institu- 
tion located approximately 50 
miles northwest of Columbus,

The prison is surrounded by 
lush, green farmland which par- 
tially hides it from,the road's view. 
It is only by driving the prison’s 
road that the motorist can see the 
two tall prison fences surrounding 
the prison yard. 

Its compound is a mixture of 
recently built buildings and those 
constructed around the turn of the 
century. It has a combination of 
smaller cottages, large dormitory- 
styled buildings and work spaces 
designed for artisan work. 

According to prisoners inter- 
viewed, rodents and other small 
animals scurry freely around, feel- 
ing very much at home. The popu- 
lation of nearly 1100 prisoners is 


affairs, has been named special 
assistant to the president at Ohio 
State University.

tages’’ where prisoners are 
assigned to a cel and not allowed 
to leave without an escort. 


“Yes, we are all in prison, but 
we do have some privileges and 
freedoms that those in “jail” do 
not have,” explained Nora Tho- 
mas, a former Clevelander serving 
time for killing her husband. She 
claims to be a victim of constant 
spousal abuse.

Vote to influence political 
direction, Blacks are urged 


Another example is the Ameri- 
can Association of Retired Per- 
sons. The AARP represents the 
largest organization in the coun- 
try of people 50 years old and 
older. They support and endorse 
officials who are concerned about 
Social Security, Medicare, deficit 
reduction and tax reform. This 
process works, because as long as 
the elected official’s political 
career continues, they need sup- 
port in the next election. 

Undeniably, Blacks voting 
together in a large group would be 
powerful, but the individual vote 
also counts. One of the most 
common excuses for not voting is 
that one vote will not matter. 

But many elections have been 
won by only small majorities. 
Take the State Representative 
race, in Ohio’s General election in 
November 1982, as an example. 
One candidate received 17,998 
votes, and the other received

“Slavery is not abolished until 
the Black man has the vote and 
uses it,” Frederick Douglass said 
on May 9, 1865. Yet, one hundred 
and twenty-two years later, Black 
Americans still don’t exercise 
their right to vote. 

The American election process 
was designed to produce a type of 
checks and balances system for 
elected officials. If the officials are 
ignoring the concerns of a certain 
group, through the power of the 
vote the group can eliminate him 
or her. Many Blacks feel that the 
American system does not include 
them and that decisions are not 
being made to enhance their lives. 
But Blacks are the largest minor- 
ity in the country with more than 
12 million people, a minority with 
the potential to force politicians to 
deal with their concerns. P 


Atready other groups-of voters, 
who have smaller numbers than 
the Black minority, are major 
components of the political sys- 
tem. The Pro-life groups who 
want officials in political offices to 
eliminate abortion legislation 
endorse and support only those 
candidates who agree with thei 
purpose. When the politicians are 
elected with the group’s support, 
th Pro-life groups hold him or her 
accountable to the promotion of 
their cause.

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$7,848 -votes, a difference of only 
150 votes! If those 150 voters had 
thought that their vote was not 
important or had voted the other 
way, they would have changed the 
outcome of the election. 

Another reason Blacks should 
vote is that our right to vote was 
bought and paid for by many of 
our elders in the past. Although 
the right to vote is guaranteed in 
the Constitution, Black men and 
women were excluded from it. 
After slavery was abolished, 


Blacks were still denied the right 
to vote by the use of poll taxes and 
literacy tests. The sole purpose of 
these was to exclude Blacks from 
their Constitutional right to vote. 
When our elders began massive 
voter registration drives, they met 
fierce opposition from the system. 
Many people were killed in an 
effort to stop Blacks from voting. 
For example, in 1964's Free- 
dom Summer, three civil rights 
workers who were in Mississippi 
to assist with the voter registration 
were abducted and murdered. 

After much hard work and 
many lost lives, the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act was passed. The Vot- 
ing Rights Act suspended literacy 
tests an similar devices in all states 
and counties with less than 50% of 
the voting age residents registered 
before November, 1964, It also 
provided Federal examiners to 
register people to vote. And 
finally, it gave the Attorney 
General-power-to- initiate court 
actions against the law enforce- 
ment of poll taxes. 

After the Voting Rights Act of 
1964, Blacks exercised the power 
of the massive vote. The election 
of Lyndon B. Johnson in 1968 and 
Jimmy Carter in 1976 proves how 
successful this strategy can be . 
During the presidencies of both 
Johnson and Carter, many types 
of legislation were initiated and 
passed that directly benefitted the 

Black population. These men

When 
Blacks’ fail to vote in massive 
numbers, white. elected officials 
have no Black constituents to 
please. So if we all as Black Amer- 
icans vote we.can influence our 
country’s political direction or at 
least be assured that decisions are | 
being made with us in mind.

Prisoners, on the other hand, 
are pessimistic about their ability 
to turn prison-learned skills into 
viable employment when they 
return tg the “real world”. 

“Most who take the courses are 
doing so not because they believe 
they will get them jobs after they 
get out, but because they will be 
able to sleep later in the morning, 
or they'll get the same daily pay as 
if they worked at their jobs,” des- 
cribed Dorothy Jefferies, an 
inmate within the prison. 

“Anyone who-is naive enough 
to believe that the courses will be 
tickets to prosperity and a better 
life quickly has that balloon shat- 
tered when second and third 
termers describe their first expe- 
riences on the street”, continued 
Jefferies. 

According to those interviewed, 
many women inmates are not tak- 
ing advantage of the programs 
available because they feel, no 
matter how qualified they become 
for a job, the prison number 


behind their names will mark 
them for life. 

“You have to make an effort to 
break the stigma,” said Mary 
Engles. “It is something that each 
woman must do for herself." 

Breaking the stigma of being a 
convict--which, according to 
those interviewed, also implies 
being a failure--takes a lot of inner 
reflection and motivation, adds 
Jefferies. The prison system does 
little to help the prisoner get over 


the doubts and inner conflicts 
which will determine whether 
inmates will be able to be “habili- 


tated” Sr “rehabilitated” during 
their prison terms. 


The system, according to Tho- 
mas, 43, who is serving her second 
sentence within Marysville, pro- 
grams a person for failure. It takes 
away many of a person's free- 
doms, places them in an unnatural 
condition where all needs are 
primarily met and then expect 
them to somehow develop the 
initiative to learn from programs 
within the prison. 


To make matters worse, said 
Thomas, most of the college 
courses taught within the prison 
grounds are associate degree pro- 
grams which cannot be completed 
while the women are in prison. 
“We are only able to complete the 
first year of school.” 

“We are expected to complete 
whatever program we are partici- 
pating in once we leave the pri- 
son,” said Engles. “It is a no-win 
situation.” 

Engles, who is also serving her 
second term within prison, adds 
that the pressures on the former 
convict once she leaves the institu- 
tion normally places her in a posi- 
tion where it is very difficult for 
her to continue her education 
once she leaves the prison. 


_“Most of the women here are 
single mothers, who will take over 


the child-raising responsibilities 
when they get home,” she 
explained. “There is tremendous 
pressure for the woman to get a 
job, take care of the needs of the 


children, and, if she goes back to 
live with her family, to comform 
to their lifestyles and ex- 
pectations.” 

“Under this type of pressure,” 


adds Jefferies, “It is real easy to 
return to the habits which got usin 
prison in the first place.” 

Although they believe that most 
of the education and work pro- 
grams given within the prison can 
only have limited application once 
they are released, all three women 
interviewed are participating in 
the college programs, as well as 
experimental programs designed 
to give them real world skills and 
develop confidence in their ability 
to succeed. 

Engles and Jefferies are 
involved in an innovative housing 
rehabilitation program where pri- 
soners are bussed to neighboring 
cities to help rehabilitate low- 
income homes. Chosen to be a 
part of the first 20 women to par- 
ticipate in the program, the 
women were selected from an 
estimated 200 inmates who 
applied. 


None of the women were 
trained in carpentry, electronics or 
plumbing prior to entering the 
program. They learned these skills 
as they worked on the homes. The 
program’s coordinators inspected 
the properties to insure they were 
up to the city’s codes. 

“There are some within the pro- 
gram who've already decided they 
will be housing inspectors when 
they get out,” said Jefferies of the 
program. “Even if we do not use 
the skills we've learned for some

type of business later, these are 
skills which will help us in life.” 

“I know that I will not be com- 
ing back here,” said Engles. “The 
program has given me the confi- 
dence to know I can do a lot of 
things that others may not expect 
from an ex-convict, | know I am 
somebody special.” 

Thomas, who admits spending 
her first prison sentence at Marys- 
ville simply waiting for the day to 
get out, is an award-winning par- 
ticipant of the Toastmasters 
International. Toastmasters 
International is an organization 
where members learn and practice 
the art of speech making and 
forum organizing. 

Thomas won three recent 
regional Toastmaster speech con- 


tests. She competed with people 
from several states in the region 


and won. 

“I did not just compete against 
prisoners, but business profes- 
sionals, educators, and others 
who are expected to be far more 
polished than someone serving 
time in jail,’ said Thomas 
proudly. “I did not tell them I was 
a prisoner until after the competi- 
tion, because I did not want this to 
affect the scoring one way or the 
other.” 

Marysville has the only Toast- 
masters chapter in Ohio’s prisons. 
The chapter has approximately 60 
prisoners participating. 

“While these programs are 
gogd for the inmates who are 
involved with them, they are not 
available for the majority of peo- 
ple here,” says Thomas of the 


and the Toastmasters programs. 
“Most must find other ways of 
coping with the prison time.” 
Coping often comes from 
“adopting” or being “adopted” 
into different “families” of friends.

sexual in nature, although rela- 
tionships can develop in those 
directions. Their primary purpose 
is support an friendship develop- 
ment ina place that can, and often 
is, hostile to any type of good that 
may happen in a prisoner's life. 

“I have my children and my 
grandchildren here,” explains Jef- 
feries. “These are people I have , 
been able to help; who helped me 
through difficult times.” 

According to the inmates,-the 
family relationships are not 

encouraged by the administra- 
tion, but they are tolerated 
because of the nature of the 
institution, 

The same attitude is held abouit 
homosexuality within the prison. 
“It happens.” says Thomas matter 
offactly. “Without saying that it 
is good or bad, the nature of the 
institution torces people to con- 
front the possibility seriously.” 

“| am not saying that people are 
forced into sexual relationships as 
in the male prisons, but in the nat- 
ural course of things, people act 
upon feelings which may 
develop,” she continued. . 

“Prison is hard on people,” said 
Thomas. “The administration and 
the guards try to strip everything 
from you. You need something, or 

someone, to help you get through 
it. Otherwise, unless you are very 
strong, they might be able to take 
away your dignity.” 
“Your dignity—your womahood— 
may possibly be your last place of 
refuge, as the system works to take 
all other things away.”

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Iran needs to listen 


One of the great biblical injunctions concerns listening, The United 
Nations, the United States and the world community have all issued resolu- 
lions and requests, both formally and informally, that Iran accept a 
cease-fire. 

It is unfortunate that Lran is not listening. 

A nation that continues to ignore regular channels of diplomacy, and 
does not accede to the request of the United Nations, bu obeys the laws of 
;~ the sea when it is convenient and then disobeys it at will, in our opinion, has 

set a pattern of conduct that should not be tolerated in our society. 

The United States and its allies have put many resources to work in an 
” * effort to keep the Arabian Sea open for commerce. This benefits Iran. It 

benefits Japan. It benefits Great Britain, It benefits France. Ultimately, 

Americans are going to become totally disenchanted with Iran and what 
action is taken by our government that will open Iran’s ears and force it to 
listen, may be the new order of the day. 


‘Merit selection?’ 

Proponents of a measure to alter the way that Ohio’s Supreme and 
~ Appellate court judges are elected are now scurrying around attempting to 
, gather an extra 30,195 valid signatures on their petitions to make the 
* November ballot. 

The plan has the right name for success: “Merit Selection”. Its backers 
say that it will take the appointment of these judges out of “partisan 
politics”, and will ensure that they are chosen “on the basis of merit.” 

If you are sort of skeptical about those claims; you have every reason 
to be. Under the plan, the governor would name judicial nominating 
committee to screen judicial candidates. The committee would be com- 
prised equally of attorneys and non-attorneys. The committee would send 
three names to the governor, and the governor would have to choose one of 
the three. 

Nothing would ensure that only the “best” people would be chosen for the 
selection committee, and that selection committee would not have its own 
internal politics in deciding who is the “best qualified.” 

We are concerned about how Blacks will fare under such a system. Blacks 
are usually locked out of the “old-boy” networks in which most lawyers 
operate. 

It is important to note that, early in the merit selection campaign, backers 
argued that the number of minority and female judges have been increased 
in states which have merit selection. The study which they used, however, 
did not back that claim; now, they will say only that it has “increased the 
opportunity for well-qualified WOMEN lawyers to become judges (empha- 
sis added).” Obviously, Blacks -- male or female -- are no better served by 
merit selection than they are by the current system. ; 

sy. ~ Indeed, they might be ill-served; as Blacks increase in the state’s major 

cities, a merit selection panel might be less supportive than the voters in 

electing these qualified Black attorneys to the bench. 

7 Merit selection is not the panacea its backers claim. It is simply a way to 
make the selection of judges less democratic. Although it is opposed by the 

‘* leadership of both political parties, that is no reason to either endorse or 
reject the plan. Although it is opposed by the National Conference of Black 
Lawyers, that is no reason to reject the plan. i 

The only reason to reject'the plan is that it will not accomplish the ends its 

promoters claim. If the backers want to convince the voters of the rightness 
of their claims, they will have to clearly show how the administration of 
justice will be improved, and how the number of minorities will be 
increased. Until then, we will rerhain skeptical. '

An open letter to State Board 
of Education Director Walters 


As Executive Director of the Cleveland Branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) I 
am contacting you because the NAACP has always been con- 
cerned with problems involving racial isolation, segregation and 
discrimination. The NAACP is particularly concerned with these 
types of problems when they occur in the public schools and 
would hope that you and members of the State Board of Educa- 
tion would be equally concerned. With this in mind, the NAACP 
has conferred with a number of Cleveland Heights University 
residents and reviewed the Cleveland Heights - University Heights 
Board of Education educational design for Taylor Academy, due 
to open in September. Needless to say, the residents of Cleveland 
Heights are disturbed and the NAACP share this concern given 
the projected minority enrollment for Taylor Academy. 

For example, the student minority population for the school 
has been projected at 95 percent with 85 percent being Black 
males. These statistics clearly are disturbing and suggests that 
something is wrong. Perhaps, rather than segregating these “non- 
achievers” the district needs to look at teacher accountability and 
expectation. 

The NAACP is also concerned with the teacher - pupil ratio 
projected and the quality of education. Parents have expressed 
their concerns that the school will not have an art teacher, a music 
teacher nor offer foreign languages. In our opinion separating 
these students because they have failed two subjects will further 
stigmatize them and feed into low self esteem which many of them 
will already have of themselves. In our estimation this school 
would foster and promote racial segregation and the negative far 
outweighs the merits of the Cleveland Heights - University 
Heights School District being allowed to open it. 

In any event, the proposition first enunciated in the landmark 
decision of Brown vs. the Board of Education, ic, that “separate 
educational facilities are inherently unequal,” without question 
applies in this instance. Thus, regardless of good intentions, we 
hope that as state superintendent you will be inclined to take 
whatever action necessary to stop the opening of Taylor 
Academy. 

We trust that this letter will be accepted in the spirit in which it is 
intended and look forward to your immediate response.

African, Ohio officials 
Jedicate national museum

XENIA, O.—In a ceremony which linked the 
African and American experience of Blacks and 
was sprinkled with international attendees, the rib- 
bon was cut on the new National Afro-American 
Museum and Cultural Center in Wilberforce, Ohio, 

Making remarks at the ceremony were governor 
Richard F. Celeste and Abdou Diouf, president of 
the Republic Senegal, who brought a delegation of 
50 to the state on a goodwill mission. 

That the site for the National Afro-American 
Museum is in Ohio was credited in large part to the 
efforts of State Rep. C.J. McLin (D-Dayton). 
McLin, starting in the early 1970s, led efforts, both 
nationally and in Ohio, to build a museum dedi- 
cated to the life and history.of Black Americans on 
the grounds of Wilberforce University. Founded in 
1856, Wilberforce is the oldest Black college in the 
United States, and was a site on the underground 
railroad. 

The state of Ohio has committed more than $10 
million to the project to date, funding much of the 
construction of the facility. Congressional action 


brought about the feasibility study which said that 
the museum was viable. 

At the ceremony, President Diouf pronounced 
himself “witness to an important event,” the preser- 
vation of “the entire history of the presence of 
Blacks in North America.” He pledged continued 
support for the muscum. 

Celeste called the ribbon-cutting “a dream come 
true for many people,” including McLin, whom he 
called “a dream with a keen ability to change his 
dreams, and ours, into reality.” 


“The history of our nation has been incomplete 
too long,” Celeste added, “and would remain 
incomplete without the history of 30 million (Black) 
Americans.” 


Although the ceremony was held in September, 
the museum itself will not be open for the public 
until February. Its first exhibit will be “From Vic- 
tory to Freedom,” a view of life for Black Ameri- 
cans during the years after World War II.

The merit selection battle 


It seems too good to be true: a 
system that takes all the partisan 
politics out, of the selection of 
judges; increases the professional- 
ism of the courts; improves the 
dispensing of justice and--on top 
of all that--increases the diversity

That’s what the backers of the 
state’s “merit selection” plan for 
judges claim. And, in a recent 
meeting of legal secretaries in 
Columbus, attorney Jack Allton, 
who is leading the group pushing 
for merit selection, said all the 
right things in support of the 
proposal. 

But Larry James is skeptical. 
James, a Black attorney in the 
Columbus firm of Crabbe, 
Brown, Jones and Potts, said that 
such was not necessarily the case. 
Ady he is backed in that conten- 
tion by the National Conference 
of Black Lawyers. one of the few 
lawyer groups which is opposing 
merit selection. 


Why the racial split among 
attorneys over merit selection? It 
is, in large measure, a function 
what is perceived as the problem 
with the judicial system. 

The backers of merit selection 
believes that “politics” is the prob- 
lem. Political bosses do not 
appoint “qualified” candidates, 
and the voters elect based on 
extranneous factors such as name,

Insider trading: Who’s hurt?

Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC) rule 10b-5 
outlaws “insider trading.” So 
what! Laws don't necessarily 
establish legitimacy. South Afri- 
ca’s apartheid laws prohibit many 
transactions. But the fact that 
they're laws doesn’t make them 
moral or worthy of obedience, We 
can say the same about the SEC 
prohibitions on insider trading. 

What's insider trading? Essen- 
tially, it occurs when a person 
takes advantage of specialized, 
unpublished information in order 
to reap a financial gain, such as 
when an official finds out his 
company is hiring a new chief 
executive, buying out another 
company, or has a new profitable 
technology. He buys the stock 
with the expectation it'll double or 
triple in the future. 

Should’ that be, illegal? How 
does it differ from insider trading 
by you and me? Suppose you 
overheard a conversation and 
learned that a major company was 
relocating its headquarters in your 
town. Having that information, 
you bought ten acres of land, that 
had been sitting idle for years, for 
$10,000. After the news breaks 
about the relocation, you sell the 
land for $150.000. You've profited 
from specialized, unpublished 
information. Should the SEC 
prosecute you? 

Your actions harmed no one. 
The person who sold you the land 
got what he thought the land was 
worth. The person who bought it 


from you paid what he thought it 
was worth, In the process, you've 
made a tidy profit. You not only 
didn't harm anyone; you benefited

Real median income of Black 
families has increased signifi- 
cantly since 1982 when thewast 
economic recession ended, 
according to the U.S. Department 
of Commerce's Census Bureau, 

The median income in 1986 for * 
all Black families ($17,600) and 
for Black married couples 
($26,580) increased by about 14% 
from 1982. 

Black families with a female 
householder, no husband present, 
had a median income in 1986 of 
$9,300, up 9.8% from 1982. 

Since 1982,-real family income 
has grown by 10.2% for all white 
families and 11.3% fort white mar- 
ried couple families. 

The 1986 poverty rate for | 
Blacks was lower than during the 
most recent peak in 1983 when it 
was 35.7%. The 1986 poverty rate 
for whites has declined since 1983 
wheritwas-12-19%- Fhe 1986 pov- 
erty level for a family of four was 
$11,203.

Black Women In Sports =

ith the recent selection of Anita 

De Franz, as a member of the 

alncernational Olympic Commit- 

tee, three women on the Harlem Globetrot- 

ters and Wilma Rudolph appointed as 

women’s track coach and special consultant 

on minority affairs at DePaul University, 

renewed interest has come to the sports en- 
uhusiast regarding black women in sports 

Few can immediately remember Charlotte 
Ray or Rebecca Cole, pioneers in their 
respective field of law and medicine. Similiar- 
ly. few can remember Anita Grant, who 
receives credit for developing interest for 
black women in sports, in the early 1920s, 
being a master of several 

Certainly, we may think of black women 
participating in sports before the 1920s, and 
they did, but according to Low and Clift in 
The Encyclopedia of Black America, 
saying ‘For many years following the end of 
slavery, blacks were not afforded the right 
to compete in athletics wich whites in most 
of the United States.” 

Gradually under the guise of fairplay, crack 
and field became the first sport for black ac- 
ceptance, mostly for men, however 

The initial attempt cto organize competing 
teams, at least. among black schools and col- 
leges, where there was a “‘little’’ more 
equality for women, occurred around 1902 
at Howard Univ. and Morgan State College 
and the high schools of Baltimore and 
Washington, D.C. But nor many women 
competed — it wasn’t considered ladylike 

The stigma was great, in terms of 
“women’s place,”” and few women, black or 
white, crossed the line, In fact. in this pre- 
Olympic year, where there is a semblance 
of fairness for all, we are reminded that the 
modern Olympics, beginning in 1896 did nov 
allow women to participate 

It wasn’ until 1912, in Stockholm, when 
women were allowed to compete, and then, 
only in the swimming and diving events. In 
1928, women were allowed to participate 
in separate track and field events, bur it 
wasn't until 1936, when the first black 
woman, Tidye Ann Pickett, was allowed to 
compete. 

One factor chat has plagued women. 
generally, in their efforts to gain more at- 
tention in sports has been the enduring myth 
that women should remain the weaker sex 
and keep their athletic talents hidden. This 
basic attitude remained until the early 1970s 

In Ken Bentley's publicauon, Going For 


-in one area had to provide equal oppor- 


The Gold: The Story of Black Women 
in Sports, he discussed’the obvious, thar 
black females interested in sports, had co 
overcome racism as well as sex)s1 

“Black women,”" he says. ~ many 
instances were a speciat breed. They easily 
could have listened to the countless in- 
dividuals who said that the odds were too 
great for them to be a success in their 
athletic endeavors and quit but instead 
they worked harder to be winners ” 

Strangely, the Women’s Liberation Move- 
ment practically ignored female involvement 
in sports. because it was more concerned 
with problems of education and work Sul 
a. number of professional. amateur, high 
school and collegiate sports became more 
available because of it, but women continue 
to face the difficulty of receiving full eran 
cipation in sports. 

As with many things in the American socic- 
ty: blacks had co prove themselves in all ac 
tivities, This responsibility was doubled for 
black women, but they persevered. There 
is little doubt chat sports have not only 
helped to liberate women, but have also im- 
proved their status 

Yer, there are many who still believe chat 
special efforts are needed to dramatize the 
plight of women in sports. Title IX of the 
Equal Education Act of 1972. was incer 
preted by past administrations to mean that 
any school receiving government financing 


in 


tunities in sport activities 

The Reagan Administration does not view 
it this way and today Title 1X has lost its im- 
pact. particularly after the Supreme Court 
decided in the Grove City College vs. Bell 
case that only programs — not institutions 
— directly receiving federal funds, would be 
under the jurisidiction of Title IX. Asa con 
sequence, many womens’ programs have 
been dropped. which means less oppor 
tunities for black women 

The excitement generated by modern 
women for more (reedom and equality. in- 
cluding the discarding of ‘old wives tales 
have shown that there is no basis to believe 
that there is psychological, physiological 0! 
social reasons for women not to participate 
in sporting activities. 

What has emerged is the responsibilities 
associated with the changing sports picture 
In turn, this has given rise to the need for 
more capably trained women coaches and 
trainers 
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Paul Wade in Winning Women: The 
Changing Image of Women in Sports. 
says, “coaching is an important field that has 
yet co be exploited. Women coaches are 
few and far between, yet as motivators they 
must becomé more important, as girls turn 
to sports.” Black women, as with their male 

¥ counterparts, are handicapped by racism. 
.Few receive the opportunities to coach. 

The future of black women ir sports is 
often equated to women generally in the 
field of athletics. Since some medical experts 
are predicting that women will eventually 
equal men in various sports, women have 
maintained the initiative to improve with daily 
practice and conditioning and weight train- 
ing plus the desire for better coaching. 

Women, like men, use sports to improve 
their lives. The interest in women sports has 
grown by leaps and bounds. and black 
women have been a-major contributor co 
its wider acceptance 


It seems that for black women, dealing 
with race 1s easy, but the prejudice of gender 
continues to be a major factor against them 
Until this is overcome, black women will still 
have difficulties. i 
Here is a partial listing of the achievements 
of black women in sports 
— Baseball Ownership 

Ac age 25, Tracy Lewis of the Class A 
Savannah Cardinals is the only black chief cx- 
ecutive of a professional baseball team. 

— Basketball 

Yolanda Laney, a former college basket- 
ball All-American is the first woman to coah 
in-a‘men’s hoop league (Baker's League in 
Philadelphia, 1987) 

— Boxing 

One of the first women licensed by the 
New York Stace Athletic Commission, was 
Marian “Lady Tyger” Trimiar, contender for 
the World Light Weight Title 
— Equestrian 

Donna Cheek, as a member of the United 
States Team in the American Junior Show 
Jumping Championships, became the first 
black person to represent the United States 
in an international Grand Prix horse jump- 
ing event in 1982 
— Figure Skating 

Debbie Thomas, gained national attention 
when she won the U.S. Senior Ladies Figure 
Skating Championships in 1985, while doubl- 
ing as a Stanford University student 
— Gymnastics 

Before Joyce Wilburn, there was Dianne 
Durham. Beginning her gymnastic career at 
age four, Durham. in 1983, became the 
United States Women’s All-Around Cham- 
pion. She earned the junior title twice before 
becoming national. 


- rowed for the U.S. veam that won a silver 


— Horse Racing 

Cheryl White was the first black woman 
jockey. She rode Ace Reward, ina losing ef- 
fort in Cleveland, Ohio, in 1971. She also 
was the first black woman in America to win 
a race in thoroughbred racing, when she won 
at Waterford Park, Chester. W. VA, in 
1971 
— Ladies Professional Golf . 

In existence since 1950, the LPGA — 
Ladies Professional Golf Association, only 
two black women have qualified for 
membership, Renee Powell is one of them. 
She was the first black to participate in the 
United States Junior Championship. An All- 
American at Ohio State University, Powell 
became the first black captain of a universi- 
ty golf team. She joined the LPGA in 1967 
and she is still active 
— Rowing 

Anita De Frantz was a member of the 
bronze medal rowing teams (women’s eights) 
in the 1976 Olympics in Montreal and she 


medal in the 1978 world championships. 
—Tennis 

In the early days of American tennis, blacks 
were usually excluded from major tennis 
tournaments. Black tennis players thus began 
to hold thier own tournaments. At the 
Monumental Tennis Club in Baltimore (now 
known as the Baltimore Tennis Club), par- 
ticipants would come from all the major 
eastern cities to compete 

Lucy Slowe became the first black woman 
tennis champion in the U.S. winning the 
women singles title at the Baltimore Tour- 
nament in 1917. Then, there was Ora 
Woship of Philadelphia,-who won utes in the 
1920s; and then there was Althea Gibson of 
US. Open and Wimbleton fame: and now 
there is Zina Garrison and Lori McNeil. 
— Track and Field 

Currently, jackie Joyner has the title of the 
World’s Greatest Female Athlete, because 
of her record setting performance in the 
Heptathion. in Moscow in 1986. But crack 
and field has been open to black women. 
more than any other sport. Before Wyomia 
Tyus, Wilma Rudolph and Evelyn Ashford, 
there was Mildred McDanuels from Tuskegee 
Institute, who established a new world 
record for the high jump in the 1956 Olym- 
pic Games 
— Volleyball 

She was called the “Julius Erving of 
women’s volleyball,’ before her death. Flo 
Hyman, at 6'5** had unlimited jumping abili- 
ty and the sense for the game As a member 
of the United States National Volleyball 
Team, in 1974, she played on two U.S 
Olympic teams 


Debi Thomas, wear-
